Whitesburg, Ky., Nov. 18. — 
The scenes are rapidly changing a- 
long "Tbe Trail of the IionesOme 
Pine," made famous by the novelist, 
John Fox, Jr. Th e principal scenes 
ot the story are laid ou and a- 
.-oiind Big Stoue Gap, a town lu 
Southwestern Virginia and along 
[lie "trull" ot the upper course of 
Kikhom creek in this State, where 
now the overnight city of the Cou- 
soUdatlou Coal Co. is t;oiiig up by 
leaps and bounds. It was ou the 
farmstead where the Consolidation 
city is being built that John Haye. 
..'ii^ineer from Big Stone Oap, met 
the heroine, June TolUver, Uien In 
her early "teeiis," a barefoot las- 
s'u, with nn air peculiar to the wtlds 
Hale in the days of early "Invest- 
ment" made a trip to the now fani- 
oua Klkliorn region, where the 
veins uf lillliniilions loiil "flee" 
tlilrteeji feci, and win-ri' tlu' ii- 
:ujiiiit uf iliiilter is snfficleni lu 
kci p a lialf dozen largo mills go- 
ing steadily fur a half dozen years 
fo cut It. 

The engineer came to "the Lone- 
some Pine" up in the Cumberlauda, 
above the TolUver homestead.. A- 
bout the tree, he saw tracks, by 
which he knew that It waa some- 
times relieved by "Ibnesomeness." 
He dismounted and sat by the tree 
gluing down the valley extending 
toward the ills; Sandy rivi'V- .\(-\ 
ter resting and feasting Ills eyes 
on the riches of nature iie pro* ceil- 
ed to the creek. Wliile his aiiiuial 
was quenching its tliirsl at a po-.d 
he little dreamed that tho lassie 
whose life was to come Into his lay 
on a rock overlooking the gorge 
watching him. Later he knew ot 
her presence— -when she Intorpossd 
lu his beha'f, as her father, "Devil" 
.hid TolUver, appeared with his 
trusty plese, thinking tkat Hale 
was a detectvie. 

The old loK house In which .lud 
Tuiilver lived was occosionully 
shown t!iruii};li newspaper iilustr.i- 
tlons in tlie days of the niouulai!i 
feuds. A rock wall was btillt near 
the house for a defense. The wall 
was perhaps fifty yeards lu length 
and from four to five feet In 
height.

Kven a mod- 
em Butni rat like Louis XIV, exiweted 
everybody's face to shine If b* did but 
appear, and how much more an Artai- 
erxes? What, wear a sorrowful fare 
when he was iireslillni; over joy and 
gayety, glldltiit them with his pres- 
ence* If he had ordered tbla melan- ^ 
cboly vlanK* away to prison or death, : 
It irould hare been Justified by p^ca. i 
dent. A gloomy face might mean ills- 
attectlon arnlnst tiie king. Tbe light i 
of hi* favor oiiki.i to be enougb to 
drlvy lit eudnese awa/, 

Kehemlah had hitherto been abto 
to keep a smiling face when befor* 
the IdiiK: tint one ihiy at a superb 
bann'M-t. when the ijm .-n was din- 
ing with her husband, amid t:old plate, 
gorgeous silk dresses of every hue, 
marble pillars, fountains, musir, lights, 
sultanas, courtiers rr: nlcr.dmt as the 
sun. and all worHhliniiK ilioir snn Ar- 
taxerxes. amiling when he smiled, his 
sorrow shone through hi* face In 
spite of himself, ao that the king no- 
ticed It and said: 

• Why Is thy rountcnance sad. see- 
ing thou art not sick? this Is nothing 
elso Imi sorrow of heart." Then be 
was very sore afraid, and said unto the 
king. "U-t the king live for ever: why 
ahould lint ray countenance bt, sad, 
when the rity. the place of my fa- 
thers' sepulchres, lieth waste, und the 
gatos thereof are consumed of Bre? 
U It please the king, and If thy serv- 
ant have found favor In thy sight, that 
thou wnuldest send me onto Judah, 
unto the rity of my father*' sepulchre*, 
that I may build It." 

The kind wa* pleased to grant hii 
request, made him the TIrshatha. or 
governor of .Tiidea. "royal agent" or 
•■plinliHitinliary." Willi full powers, 
lie traveled to Judea In state, with a 
military taUi of cavalry, and with let. 
tar* to tb« hllor* o fthe nelghbortnt; 
provinces to gir* hitn whatever be 
needed for hi* work. 

Krhemlnh was very wise. He lay 
qiilvl for three days, doing niitlilng, but 
learning evurylhing. lie showed no 
credentials, be proposed no plans, he 
told no one what he hoped to do. His 
first business was to learn the whole 
sIlnRtliin, the feeliriKS of ihc peo|ile, 
who would oppose, and who would 
help, bow able tlio p«opl« ware, what 
obataclsa must be overcome. 

Nehemiah met the rulers. noliIes. 
priuets and people, and tuld ihriu of 
hla purpose in coming, how be bad 
leamod ot their need, how he had 
wept and fasted and prayed, and how 
Ood had hoard his prayer and eauaed 
the great emperor to favor his plans, 
give hiiu permission to come, and au- 
thority with order* for the eurround- 
lug rulers to give the needed help. He 
told them ot hi* midnight Investlga 
tlon*. 

Tlte Inifllness side of religion iihonld 
b« dune as Niheiiilah dlii il In llie 
must skillful and Ideal busineea man- 
ner. Nehemiah bad ■ layman'a good 
sense In rellgton. Walla were necea 
sary to the safety of tno city. They 
were also naceasary to true religion 
The division of labor, the noble com 
9«tltion, tbalntarwt In their work that 
kept them from taking time to even 
put off their cloths*, the giving er.rh 
his own work, and over against hie 
own house, the union ot watching and 
praying and working, the working to- 
gether ot old and young, rich and poor, 
form a real mastar-atroks ot genius."

building of the walls of Alliens a.ter 
the Invaalon of Xerxes, llko the build 
Ing of the walla of Edinburgh after the 
battle of Flodden.

It ani- 
mated the work with a noble emula- 
tion, aiid a peisanal pride. See how 
fast my work goes on!
